Upon the invitation of the 
Coleman Memorial Park com¬ 
mittee a wreath is to be pur¬ 
chased by The Board and will 
be laid at the foot of the Ceno¬ 
taph, immediately upon its un¬ 
veiling ,by Board president* 
Percy Dickieson on behalf of 
the Board members. 

Mr. Bricker, of the National 
Fijm Board, is desirous of or¬ 
ganizing a film council in Cole¬ 
man “and prevailed upon the 
Board to take the lead and call 
a meeting of all Coleman organ¬ 
izations for Tuesday evening 
last at which time the council 
could be formed. 

Secretary revealed that a net 
profit of $125.50 had been real¬ 
ized from the showing of the 
Rodeo film. A vote of thanks 
was extended to the film com¬ 
mittee and the money author¬ 
ized to be placed in the general 
fund. In future the film will be 
rented to any organization for 
$1 providing they do not make 
financial gain through the 
showing of the film. Those or¬ 
ganizations wishing to use the 
film and charge admission will 
be assessed WVc W' the gross 
proceeds and a mimimum of 
$2.50.

H. Allen and A. Balloch were 
assigned the task of preparing 
copy for the broadcast. 

For some unaccountable rea¬ 
son provincial cabinet ministers 
give the Crows Nest Pass district 
a wide berth. Coleman Board oi 
Trade, since its inception three 
years ago, has set out to rectify 
that condition and last Feb¬ 
ruary invited the late Mr. W. A. 
Fallow, minister of Public 
Work, to Coleman as its guest. 
The invitation was accepted and 
a most pleasant meeting enjoy¬ 
ed. During his visit Mr. Fallow 
stated in reply to a question 
that the reason he had never 
visited the Pass was due to the 
fact that he had never been in¬ 
vited. 

That excuse will-hold no long¬ 
er for many of the key ministers 
and this week an invitation was 
sent to the Hon. N. E. Tanner, 
Minister of Lands & Mines, to 
be the guest of the Board on 
Thursday, November 18. Should 
he accept the invitation an in¬ 
spection tour of Pass mines 
might be arranged as they Come 
under the Minister’s Depart¬ 
ment.

S. C. Short 
will deliver the principal address 
and unveil the new Cenotapfy. J. 
J. McIntyre will be chairman. 

Taking part in the service will 
be the ministers of St. Paul’s 
and St. Alban’s and also the of¬ 
ficers of the Salvation Army. 

Coleman Choral Society will 
lead In thp hymns. 

Following the unveiling of the 


Cenotaph wreaths will be plac 
ed at the base by the Town 
council and several local organ¬ 
izations. In addition bouquets of 
flowers will be presented the 
next-of-kin of the war heroes 
who fell in the First and Second 
World wars. 

Those attending the services 
are asked to stand on the bowl¬ 
ing greens, several yards from 
the Cenotaph as the ground 
around the Cenotaph proper is 
being reserved for a particular 
purpose. They are also asked 
not to crowd up against the wall 
of the Legion club which faces 
the bowling greens as the Choir 
are to take up their places i 
that area.

States That News Release 
on Provincial Hospital Grants 
Was Pre-Mature; Pass 
Stands To Receive $76,800. 
John McGilp, member of the 
provincial survey committee, 
Department of Health, on new 
hospital construction through¬ 
out the province, was in Cole¬ 
man last week and gave the 
hospital secretary the bad news 
that the Municipal hospital 
would not receive a $100,000 
grant as released to the press in 
Edmonton a few weeks ago. He 
stated that the release had been 
made before the committee hact 
a chance to recheck the figures 
and that he regretted the false 
impression which had bee.i 
created among a number c. 
hospitals eligible for grants. 

During his first trip here 
about five weeks ago he had in¬ 
formed the Board chairman, E. 
Williams, and the secretary that 
he estimated the grant at ap¬ 
proximately $70A00. He again 
quoted this figure last week, but 
with greater emphasis. 

He advocated the start of the 
Nurses’ .Home as the cost would 
be a proper charge against the 
total cost of the hospital con¬ 
struction. He estimated the ad¬ 
ditional aid to the construction 
of the Home would be $6,400 
thus making a total grant of 
$76,800. 

At a i^gpting held last week¬ 
end the Board heard a report on 
Mr. McGilp’s visit and decided 
to take advantage of the addi¬ 
tional grant since too great a 
delay in the Nurses’ Home con¬ 
struction would mean loss of 
that particular portion of the 
grant. As a result the architects 
have been authorized to draft 
plans for the Home and it is ex¬ 
pected construction will start in 
early spring.

Hospital Board To 
Build Nurses' 
Home In Spring 


Sports’ Association To Spon¬ 
sor Series of Activities This 
Winter To Raise Funds For 
Improvements. 


On Sunday afternoon Cole¬ 
man Sports Association ap¬ 
pointed a committee to super¬ 
vise a series of activities this 
winter to raise funds with 
which to modernize the skat¬ 
ing arena. 

The arena last Fall wad 
strengthened by guy wires and 
fresh new bracing supports. 
This fall the roof was covered 
completely with roofing mater¬ 
ial and should be free of leaks. 
It still requires proper dressing 
rooms, lavatories, a stuccoed 
exterior, etc. and money will be 
required for these improve¬ 
ments. 

Ah ice carnival will be spon¬ 
sored which is expected to raise 
several hundred dollars In ad¬ 
dition a commercial league will 
be promoted with teams from 
the Board of Trade, local organ¬ 
izations, the coal companies. 
Silver collections will be taken 
at these games and the money 
derived placed in the fund for 
arena improvement. 

The Association executive de¬ 
sires to stress the point that 
each local wage earner Is an 
important cog in the Associa¬ 
tion and it will be up to him to 
support Association activities if 
he hopes to ever see the arena 
modernized and maintain its 
rightful place as'the centre of 
local winter activity. 


Architects Meech, Mitchell

Plans; Will Be Built Short 
Distance From Municipal 
Hospital. 

At a meeting of the- C.N.P. 
Municipal hospital board on 
Sunday thye members decided 
that it would be in order to con¬ 
tact architects, Meech, Mitchell 
& Meech, Lethbridge, to draft 
plans for **Wurses’ Heme to ac-' 
commodate/ at least twenty six 
persons. 

The plans are expected to be 
placed on the draught board 
shortly and the estimated cost 
given the Board. It is hoped to 
start construction in the early 
spring and if all goes well to 
have the nursing staff in their 
new quarters sometime during 
the summer. 

The Home will be a short dis¬ 
tance east of the hospital and 
will very likely receive its heat 
from the hospital boilers. 

By putting into motion plans 
for the Nurses Home the cost 
will be incorporated into the 
costs of the hospital proper and 
will result in a greater increase 
in the Federal-provincial health 
grant for new hospital con¬ 
struction.

Two Shows Ni&hlly 
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A Need For Reform 


ONE OF THE GREAT SOCIAL PROBLEMS which have yet to be com¬ 
pletely solved is that of dealing justly and effectively with those who run 
foul of the law. The administration of justice in British courts is known 
to be unsurpassed in fairness and efficiency. Canada’s judiciary system is 
patterned after it, and in this respect criminals and all those who come in 
contact with the law are assured of fair and just treatment by the courts. 
There Is, however, still need for reform in many ■matters connected with 
the handling' of prisoners in jails and penitentiaries, the treatment of 
youthful criminals and first offenders, and the problem of rehabilitating 
those who are discharged from our penal institutions. The now well-known 
Archambault report on prison conditions in Canada contained recommenda¬ 
tions for dealing with those problems and already steps have been taken 
to carry out some of these recommendations. 

. Effective prison reform, however, requires large 
Would Require expenditures of public money for buildings, equip- 
Mtich Money ment, and the training of skilled personnel, and 
• consequently rapid progress is not made. The mat¬ 
ter, however, constitutes one of our greatest social problems, and every en¬ 
couragement should be given to efforts which are made to improve the 
present system. Another matter, connected with law enforcement, was 
brought to the attention of the public at the recent meeting of the Canadian 
Bar Association. It was pointed out at this meeting thUt there is now no 
means of providing counsel for indigent prisoners or others who for various 
reasons are unable to retain the services of a lawyer when they are brought 
to trial. The state, however, retains a prosecuting attorney who is paid 
to gather facts and present cases against those who are accused. 

Members of the Bar Association expressed the 
btdT6 SnOUid view that, although judges are usually compas- 
, sionate in cases where a prisoner has no counsel, 
and frequently lawyers give their services with¬ 
out charge to those who cannot afford to pay, there are frequent cases of 
injustice which would not occur if counsel was available to all who needed 
it. It has, in the past, been suggested that the state should retain defend¬ 
ing attorneys as well as prosecutors, and that it should have the same in¬ 
terest in defending the innocent as in convicting the guilty. While neither 
judges nor lawyers have the power to remedy this situation, it is apparent 
that this is another matter in which there is need for reform, and for the 
spending of public funds in the interests of indigent citizens who come in 
contact with the law.

Many Farmers To Sow New 
Strain Of Wheat Next Spring 

OTTAWA.—Thousands of western Canada farmers will seed 
the rich, prairie wheatlands next spring with a new bread grain 
variety which promises to yield bigger and better crops and in¬ 
creasing wealth for the grower. The variety is Saunders wheat, a 
new strain developed at the central experimental farm here, which 
matures earlier than other varieties, produces a, larger yield per 
acre and is resistant to many common wheat diseases as well. It 
also has fine milling and bread-making qualities. 


Its name comes from two Saunders 
famous in the experimental farm 
services—the late Dr. William Saun¬ 
ders, first director of the Dominion- 
operated service, and his son, the 
late Sir Charles Saunders, first Do¬ 
minion cerealist. 

No Saunders seed will be distribut-

Labor Survey 
Shows Canada 
At High Peak 

OTTAWA.—Canadian employment 
has hit another new peak. 

In its 12th quarterly survey of the 
country’s labon force, the Bureau of 
Statistics estimated that 5,042,000 
persons were working in the first 
week of September. 

That’s the biggest number ever to 
hold jobs in Canada. It was a boost 
of 34,000 from a year previously. 

And, at the same time, the Bureau 
estimated the number of unemployed 
had dropped to 67,000, representim; 
decreases from last year and tne 
year before. 

Of these employed, the Bureau 
calculated 3,932,000 were men and 
1,100,000 were women. 

The figures are based on a cross- 
section survey of about 30,000 house¬ 
holds. The labor force is made up of 
civilians of 14 and over who have 
jobs or are looking for work.

By the spring of 1947, there were 
225 bushels of Saunders seed. These 
were carefully grown under control 
at experimental stations at Beaver- 
lodge and Lacombe in Alberta and 
Melfort in Saskatchewan as well as 
at the central experimental farm in 
Ottawa.

In yield, it returns 12 to 57 bushels 
an acre against 10 to 50 for Thatch¬ 
er and is even better when compared 
with Red Bobs, another of the more 
important varieties sown in the west. 

In addition, Saunders is resistant 
to stem rust and loose smut and 
moderately resistant to bunt, black 
chaff and root rot. 

Farmers who planted Saunders 
this year reported surprisingly good 
crops were harvested despite poor 
spring seeding conditions and dry 
weather this summer.

Blairmore's 
School Strike 
Now All Over 

Board Chairman Resigned 

Position;.Principal McPher¬ 
son Blamed Strike on Apathy 

of Ratepayers. 

BJairmore’s high school strike, 
which gave the town much un¬ 
favorable publicity, is over. On 
Wednesday, Nov. 3, the students 
took a vote on whether or not 
they would return to their 
classes, the result was two thirds 
in favor of the classroom one 
again. 

Reason for the strike was 
said to be obsolete school equip¬ 
ment and dirty windows. 

A special school board meet¬ 
ing at which 300 ratepayers 
were in attendance heard many 
arguments put forth. Following/ 
is a report of the meeting from 
a Blairmore correspondent; 

A promise of immediate ac¬ 
tion by Blairmore school board 
to set up a temporary lighting 
system and rectify conditions 
generally at the main school 
will be voted on for acceptance 
by 65 striking students at a 
mass meeting in the United 
church auditorium today at 
10.30 p.m. 

Over 300 townspeople and stu¬ 
dents attended a special school 
board meeting held in a dimly 
lighted double room of the high 
school Tuesday night. 

The town municipal offices 
were abandoned, due to lack of 
space, and attempts made to 
rent a hall failed. 

Extension Light 

Students and townsmen pack¬ 
ed into the upstairs room in the 
school and an extension light 
was tacked up in front of the 
room. 

‘We are sadly disappointed,” 
Ludwig Margetak, president of 
the Students’ Union, said at the 
conclusion of a three hour meet¬ 
ing. “Nothing definite has been 
done, and nothing definite has 
been promised.” 

He advised students to get a 
definite answer from their par¬ 
ents Tuesday night for the vote 
this morning. “We will not go 
back until our parents tell us. 
to go back.” 

Frank Morgan, school board 
member, blamed conditions ai 
the school on a Coleman con¬ 
tractor who has not fullfilled his 
contract awarded July 14. 

Other speakers blamed the 
condition of the school on the 
apathy of Blairmorites. A com¬ 
mittee of four chosen at the 
meeting and including rate¬ 
payers was chosen to report on 
progress at the school within a 
month and to attend all school 
board meetings. 

Donald McPherson, principal 
of the school, said “I do not 
condone the methods the stu¬ 
dents took. I think the whole 
thing rises out of the apathy 
of the people of Blairmore.” 

Miss Sellon, another high 
school teacher complained about 
conditions in the student’s lab 
oratory known as the “Tim 
Buck Baths,’ because Tim Buck 
opened the shower rooms and 
gave a speech on education 
some years ago. 

“It is not only the wiring in 
this building that needs atten¬ 
tion. The ventilation is bad. The 
only way we can get 
ventilation is through a door. 

I do not see why this school 
should be the worst school in the 
Pass,” she said. 

“If a child faints in this room 
there is not even a couch to 
put her on. You have to leave 
her on the floor. I think the 
town of Blairmore is responsible 
as well as the school board.” 


High school teacher W Gallep 
said, “progressive education 
means that we have progressive 
facilities. Even the smallest 
school in the province has a pro¬ 
jector of some sort. That is only 
one of the things we have been 
missing for years.” 

Physical training classes are 
held outside the school on the 
cinders, Murray Smith, new 
physical education instructor 
and teacher in mathematics and 
science, told the meeting. 

Dalbert Ennis was appointed 
Independent chairman early in 
the meeting.

Community Laying Nest 



Professor Stresses Importance Of 
Preserving Canadian Farm Home 


The community llying nest for, 
poultry houses is perhaps one of 
the latest developments in poultry 
farming. We are showing it nest 
such as is used by the Poultry De¬ 
partment at Macdonald College at 
the present time. Dimensions of the 
nest are shown clearly in the draw¬ 
ing and a nest of this size will take 
care of the requirements for 40 hens.. 


Diagram showing details for construction of a community nest. 


For 250 hens it is likely that six of 
these nests would be sufficient; The 
nests are placed 22 inches above the 
floor. 

The neets are built of matched 
lumber, th# construction being of the 
end frame* type. That is, the ends 
are made up first with cleats along 
the top and bottom edges, the top 
and bottom boards being nailed to 


these cleats rather than into the end 
grain of the boards in the ends of 
the nests. The nests are set on 1% 
inch square blocks nailed against the 
wall of* the house or against the par¬ 
tition between pens, and the upper 
ends are fastened to the wall by 
means of heavy hooks. Angle brack¬ 
ets of steel also could be used for 
holding them against the wall, fast¬ 
ened by means of wood screws.

VD Blood Tests 
Said Worthwhile 

In the belief that routine blood 
testing for syphilis on all hospital 
patients would prove to be a worth¬ 
while effort, the Social Hygiene 
Committee of the Health League of 
Canada suggests it might be advis¬ 
able to ask the various provincial 
authorities to bear the financial costs 
involved in such routine testing. 

survey, recently completed by 
the Health League, reveals that only 
20.97 per cent, of Canadian hospitals 
replying to a questionnaire dealing 
with blood testing do routine tests 
on all patients admitted to hospital. 
Out of 553 hospitals polled, 453 re¬ 
plied to the questionnaire. 

Twenty-three hospitals reported 
they did routine on all public 
patients only — 57 tested obstetric 
patients only — 23 did routine cord 
Wassermans. 

Eighty-seven of the 95 which re¬ 
ported routine tests on all patients 
also revealed the percentage of posi¬ 
tive tests which turned up 
suit. For instance, 27 reported posi¬ 
tives were below one per cent. 30
